The old man makes

a doM.n COWH, and his employer sends 
rrgulaily from KnHtclruth to fetch the 
product to market. For five months 
the cowq arc kept here in the mountains, 
and during the haymaking 'season the 
whole vast alp is gay with throngs of 
young men ana women, with work and 
music and dancing. When we saw it 
the harvest was o\er, and only the eat 
tic tenders were left 
In another 


month it would be quite deserted, its 
;;«•»( elevation— from 6000 to 7000 
UU— subjecting it to early killing 
trosts 
It is a compact rolling plateau 


of the richest grass land, varied by oc 
eamoual woods, thirty six miles m cir 
cuit and belongs mainly to the neigh- 
boring communes of Seisa and Kastcl- 
ruth — (J K WAHINO, Jn, in Harpri't 
Mnyti'inr jnr V«y.
